Over the course of a year, a lot goes on at the elementary 
that we may not even realize. Around Halloween time, the 
school is filled with witches, fairies, skeletons, and even 
Mighty Morphin Power Rangers! At the end of the day, 
everybody gathers in the gymnasium to watch the children 
line up across the stage for the annual “Grand March”. 
Parents have a prime picture taking opportunity! The 
fourth grade class expresses their absolute best talent by 
creating scary jack-o-laterns.

Before there was Lincoln, there 
was Stanwood and Mechanicsville. 
Both of these schools survived the 
hard times of consolidating and 
became an impressive high school. 
This just goes to show that even in 
1995 history can still repeat itself. 

The independent school district 
of Mechanicsaville was formed in 
1866. At this time, there was a 
violent opposition carried to both 
District and Supreme Courts. The 
opposition failed and the organi- 
zation occured. 

It wasn’t until 1907 that the 
school building in Mechanicsville 
was built to house the school kids. 
In 1968, the library and art rooms 
were added. 

Meanwhile, the school building 
in Stanwood was erected in 1874. 
However, tragically, the school 
building was destroyed by fire in 
1901. A new building was con- 
structed a year later and named the 
McKinley Building, after President 
William McKinley. With the new 
school building and hopes of a bet- 
ter education, the rural schools 
were shut down and students were 
bussed into Stanwood to attend 
their school. 

An attempt in 1917 to consoli-

date the surrounding areas of 
Mechanicsville received a negative 
vote. Efforts were renewed in 1920 
and, at this time, was passed. The 
rural students in Mechanicsville 
were, in the same manner as rural 
residents of Stanwood, bussed to 
school. 

The present high school build- 
ing in Stanwood was built in 1920 
with the gym being constructed be- 
tween the two buildings in 1957. 

State pressure in 1959 requir- 
ing larger enrollment and an ex- 
panded curriculum, coupled with 
the threat of witholding state aid, 
forced the school boards of both 
communities to search for an es- 
cape. In 1961, there result of their 
search was for Stanwood and 
Mechanicsville to merge into anew, 
larger district called Lincoln Com- 
munity School.
